I that scientists said a hum an astro­ 
naut would have survived. 
The capsule, lofted by a beefed- 
up Atlas rocket, soared 107 miles 
into space, then m ade a blazing 
plunge three tim es as severe as a 
norm al flight would have been 
The shot took the capsule over 
the range in 18 m inutes. 
It was planned as the roughest 
test the space craft m ay ever 
ha v t to face, and Protect M er­ 
cury D irector Robert R. Gilruth 
said, "on the basis of what we 
know so far. the answ er is yes. 
a man would have survived.” 
Despite tem peratures that would 
melt 
iron, 
the capsule beearn*' 
only m oderately hot during the 
12.850 m ile an hour return through 
the atm osphere.
